Vertebrates are animals with a backbone. There are five 

different types of vertebrates. 

Mammals 

Mammals have hair or fur on their bodies. They ore warm-blooded. They 
feed their babies with milk and most of them give birth to their babies. They 
don't lay eggs. Humans are mammals. Most mammals live on land, but some 
live in the sea, such as whales and seals. Bats are the only mammals that 
can fly. 

Roptilos 

Roptilos aro cold-blooded, This means that thay have to spend time in 

the sun to keep worm. Most reptiles have four legs, except snakes who. 
don't have опу. They don't have hair or fur. They have scales. In addition, all 
reptiles lay eggs. Most reptiles live on land. Some can live in rivers or tho. 
sea, such os turtles, but they come onto land to lay their eggs. 

Amphibians 

Amphibians can live on land and on water, but they need water or a moist 
habitat to survive. Like reptiles, they ore cold-blooded and they loy eggs. 
However. amphibians. like frogs and toads, always lay their eggs in water. 
They have smooth skin, not scales. They con take in oxygen through their 
skin and their lungs. 

Fish. 

Fish live in water and take in oxygen through their gills: they can't breathe.
